Y a Letter from Admiral Rsſſe!], dated the 24th Inſtant; whent he 
was at ant Anchor before 12 Hogue, we have this Account, That the 
Admiral, having the day before fent Vice-Admiral Rooke, with a 
Squadron of Ships ahd Fire-Ships, | and all the Boats in the Fleer, 

to burn the Ships that were there perined up ; it ſucceeded ſo well, that ſox 
were burrit that Night, and ſix more the next Morning, Of theſe, fix were 
Three-Deck-Ships, and the other ſix from Sixty to Seventy Guns, and one 
Ship of Fifty ſnx Guns was overſet, and utterly loſt ; ſo that the whole num- 
ber in that Bay was deſtroyd. 'The Men in the Boats behaved themſelves 
fo bravely, that they took poſlefiion of ſeveral of the Enemies Ships, and 
beat the French with their own Guns from their Platforms. £0
